charges , in respect of the services specified in 
column 2 of the Schedule for the year 1979-80 in 
excess of the amounts granted for those services and 
for that period . 

3. Appropriation . — The sums deemed to have been 
authorised to be paid and applied from and out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of 
Goa , Daman and Diu under this Act, shall be deemed 
to have been appropriated for the services and pur 
poses expressed in the Schedule for the year 1979-80 .
